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LIBRARY  REPORT 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Hampton  Falls : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Hampton  Falls  Free  Library 
held  four  meetings  during  the  year,  to  authorize  the 
renovation  and  extension  of  the  Library  and  to  elect  the 
following  officers :  on  the  resignation  of  James  Howard 
Brown,  who  had  been  chairman  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Library,  B.  T.  Janvrin  was  elected  Chairman ;  Arthur 
W.  Brown,  Treasurer;  and  Miss  Frances  Healey,  Secre- 
tary. The  following  committees  were  appointed :  Book, 
Mrs.  David  F.  Batchelder,  Mrs.  Dalton  Boynton,  Mrs. 
William  W.  Marston,  Mrs.  E.  Emmons  Sanborn,  Miss 
Virginia  Downer,  Chairman ;  Cataloging,  Mrs.  Walter  W. 
Coombs,  Mrs.  Nathan  D.  Dodge,  Mrs.  Edwin  L.  Janvrin, 
Mrs.  William  H.  McDevitt,  Mrs.  Edward  B.  Sandberg, 
Mrs.  Laurence  E.  Wadleigh,  Chairman ;  Hospitality ,  Mrs. 
Robert  G.  Perfect,  Mrs.  C.  M.  Wellington,  Mrs.  Robert  T. 
Kiely,  Chairman;  Ways  and  Means,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Wadleigh, 
Miss  Virginia  Downer,  Edwin  L.  Janvrin,  Chairman, 

1947  marked  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
volumes  in  the  Library.  Over  500  of  these  were  donated 
by  interested  friends.  These  donations  included  all  types 
of  books — fiction,  non-fiction,  adults'  and  children's — as 
well  as  a  very  good  art-reference  library.  We  wish  to 
record  our  grateful  appreciation  to  these  most  generous 
friends  of  the  Library. 

We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  membership  of 
the  Hampton  Falls  Parent-Teachers  Association,  which 
has  twice  voted  funds  to  be  given  to  the  Library  for  the 
purchase  of  children's  books  and  the  acquisition  of 
reference  books  suitable  for  children.  These  two  grants 
have  totaled  $125.00,  of  which  $83.00  has  been  spent  in 
1947  for  the  purchase  of  such  books.

The  magazines  to  which  the  Library  subscribes  in- 
clude four  children's  periodicals,  and  Holiday.  These 
subscriptions  have  been  generously  donated  by  Mrs. 
Nathan  D.  Dodge. 

In  July,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mrs.  Marston,  a  Branch 
Library  was  opened  on  the  Exeter  Road  in  the  home  of 
Miss  Agnes  Knight,  with  Miss  Knight  as  Librarian.  This 
has  proved  to  be  a  successful  venture.  A  rotating  supply 
of  volumes  is  furnished  by  the  main  library,  and  the 
number  available  at  the  Branch  averages  about  60  adults' 
and  90  children's  books.  Magazines  are  also  provided.  The 
success  of  the  Exeter  Road  Branch  may  be  evaluated  by 
its  circulation,  which  averages  60  books  per  month.  The 
corresponding  figure  for  the  main  library  is  120  books 
per  month  (70  adults'  and  50  children's).  This  makes 
a  total  circulation  of  180  books  per  month. 

The  Cataloging  Committee  has  worked  over  150 
hours,  and  all  fiction  and  about  half  the  non-fiction 
volumes  have  been  cataloged  with  both  author  and  title 
cards  and  correctly  arranged  on  the  shelves. 

Beginning  in  May,  monthly  programs  were  institut- 
ed to  acquaint  the  people  of  the  Town  with  the  facilities 
which  the  Library  could  now  extend  to  them.  These 
programs,  arranged  by  the  Hospitality  Committee,  were 
designed  to  emphasize  the  various  types  of  library  work, 
such  as  Current  Events,  Arts  and  Crafts,  Travel,  etc. 
In  so  far  as  the  committee  were  able,  an  authority  in 
each  particular  field  was  obtained  as  a  guest  speaker. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has  made  improve- 
ments and  installed  equipment  and  furnishings.  Three 
hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  of  the  money  so  expended 
was  donated  by  Mrs.  Alfred  H.  Burlen,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dalton  Boynton,  Mrs.  H.  F.  Crossman,  James  W.  Elton, 
B.  T.  Janvrin,  B.  T.  Janvrin  Sons  Company,  E.  L.  Janvrin, 
Hervey  Kent,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Wadleigh,  Arthur  W.  Brown  and 
others. 
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The  Trustees  are  grateful  for  the  devotion  and  hard 
work  of  the  various  committees  and  to  the  friends  and 
townspeople  who  have  made  valuable  contributions  to 
their  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  building  committee  chosen  at  the  school  meeting 
of  1947,  and  the  school  board,  after  interviewing  several 
architects,  chose  to  employ  Hersey  and  Phanenf  of  Dur- 
ham. Plans  were  drawn  in  accordance  with  state  spec- 
ifications after  many  meetings  of  the  committee  and 
architects,  and  the  plans  put  out  to  bid.  The  bids,  opened 
on  the  28th  of  May  proved  to  be  too  high.  The  low  bid 
was  |62,000.00.  The  high  bid  was  $106,000.00.  On  the 
advice  of  Mr.  Hersey  the  plans  were  put  out  to  bid  again 
in  the  fall,  hoping  for  lower  bids.  This  time  the  low  bid 
was  $77,833.00  and  the  high  bid,  $92,819.00.  As  the  total 
amount  the  town  would  be  allowed  to  borrow  is  $62,000.00 
it  is  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  that  the 
matter  be  deferred  until  such  a  time  as  the  cost  comes 
within  our  financial  limits.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton  Falls : 

I  herewith  present  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  your 
schools. 

Hampton  Falls  began  the  current  year  on  Monday, 
September  9,  1947  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  forty-two, 
twenty-eight  of  these  being  in  the  primary  room.  Nine- 
teen  were  registered  in  Hampton  Junior  High  School  and 
twenty-four  in  Hampton  Senior  High  School.  Six  pupils 
are  also  enrolled  in  Exeter  and  in  Sanborn  Seminary. 

With  the  decision  to  postpone  building  a  school,  the 
board  was  faced  with  the  necessity  of  suitably  housing 
its  pupils.  By  conference  with  the  Dearborn  Academy 
trustees  it  was  agreed  that  our  children  should  use  the 
Academy  building.  In  accordance  wLh  this  agreement 
the  two  north  rooms  are  now  schools  for  the  Hampton 
Falls  pupils.  The  preparation  of  the  building  to  house 
the  increased  number  of  pupils  has  required  money,  time 
and  patience.  The  trustees  of  the  Academy  and  the  school 
boards  of  Hampton  Falls  and  Seabrook  have  worked 
together  to  improve  their  service  to  our  children.  Better 
lighting  and  heating  have  been  received  through  new 
equipment.  New  toilets  have  been  placed  in  the  building 
which  are  serviced  by  an  artesian  well.  The  latest  type 
of  moveable  desks  have  been  purchased.  The  moveable 
desks  were  best  not  only  because  they  are  more  adapted 
to  modern  education  but  also  because  it  is  the  first  equip- 
ment for  the  new  school  building. 

Hampton  Falls  continues  its  service  to  its  children  by 
retaining  the  two  teachers  of  the  former  year.  It  also 
offers  again  the  work  in  Music  with  Mrs.  Foster  as 
supervisor.  We  are  pleased  to  welcome  to  the  Art  depart- 
ment Mrs.  Wholey  after  several  years  in  war  work.  Mrs. 
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Dorothy  Lindsey  continues  as  school  nurse.  Working 
under  difficulties  which  have  now  been  surmounted  to 
a  great  degree,  these  teachers  are  faithfully  striving  for 
the  best  for  our  children. 

Under  the  new  education  bill  passed  by  the  legislature, 
Hampton  Falls  qualifies  for  state  aid  to  the  amount  of 
$2,372.98.  This  is  acquired  through  two  accounts.  Under 
the  equalization  provision  the  district  receives  $1,176.97. 
This  is  determined  by  the  towns  ability  to  pay,  under 
the  equalized  valuation  of  the  district.  Our  share  of  the 
general  aid  is  $1,196.01.  This  figure  is  based  upon  the 
number  of  children  for  whose  education  the  district  is 
responsible  as  determined  by  the  average  per  pupil  mem- 
bership. This  money  helps  us  to  meet  additional  school 
expenses  including  the  minimum  teachers  salaries  and 
increased  costs  of  textbooks,  supplies  and  administration. 

The  Hampton  Falls  Parent  Teacher  Association  is 
a  valued  pari:  of  the  school.  It  is  composed  of  a  group  of 
citizens  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  public  schools  and 
its  pupils.  Its  aims  are  best  expressed  in  the  objects  of  the 
National  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  as  determined 
by  that  body;  "to  develop  between  educators  and  the 
general  public  such  united  efforts  as  will  receive  for 
every  child  the  highest  advantages  in  physical,  mental, 
social  and  spiritual  education." 

In-service  training  of  teachers  is  increasingly  import- 
ant since  education  must  keep  pace  with  an  ever  chang- 
ing world.  Teaching  must  be  continuously  readapted  to 
new  situations.  With  this  objective  in  view,  a  work  shop 
for  the  teachers  of  Union  21  was  conducted  on  January 
21,  22  and  23.  All  elementary  teachers  of  Union  21  met 
in  Hampton  to  be  instructed  in  the  most  accepted  methods 
of  teach'ng.  The  instructors  were  the  state  supervisors 
for  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Since  these  instructors 
are  leaders  in  their  special  fields,  it  is  the  opinion  of 
those  in  attendance  that  much  was  accomplished  by 
bringing  to  our  teachers  the  most  approved  thought  for 
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training  youth.  Hampton  Falls  was  fortunate  to  be  one 
of  those  chosen  to  receive  this  assistance.  It  is  hoped 
that  such  workshops  for  teachers  will  be  scheduled 
annually. 

Our  children  are  now  comfortably  housed.  However, 
the  benefits  of  a  new  school  should  be  theirs.  The  values 
of  an  assembly  room  and  an  auditorium  are  many.  Pro- 
visions for  modern  equipment  should  be  available.  Our 
pupils  should  have  these  advantages  soon.

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AUDIT   PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.

The  accounts  and  records  of  the  Town  Clerk  were  examined  and 
audited.  All  funds  received  by  the  Town  Clerk  on  account  of  the 
issuance  of  motor  vehicle  permits  and  dog  licenses  were  properly 
accounted  for  through  remittances  to  the  Treasurer  and  fees  re- 
tained. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

Bank  books  and  U.  S.  bonds  representing  the  principal  and  unex- 
pended income  of  the  trust  funds  were  examined.  A  summary  state- 
ment of  trust  fund  principal  and  income  is  included  in  Exhibit  Z. 
LIBRARY    TREASURERS 

An  examination  was  made  of  the  record  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  Library  Treasurers  and  this  was  found  to  be 
in  order. 

TOWN  OFFICERS'  SURETY  BONDS 

A  list  of  the  officials  who  are  required  by  law  to  furnish  surety 
bonds    is    included    in   Exhibit    Z.    Also    indicated    therein    are   the 
amounts  of  each  official's  bond  and  the  issuing  sarety  company. 
GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Table  III,  titled  "Statement  of  Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes,'' 
presents  a  comprehensive  summary  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  during  the  last  ten  years  and  the 
changes  which  have  taken  place  during  this  period. 

It  will  be  noted  that  throughout  this  period  the  town  has 
maintained  a  surplus  position.  The  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
property  has  increased  each  year,  the  total  increase  for  the  ten 
year  period  amounting  to  over  $120,000.  The  tax  rate  has  continued 
to  remain  well  under  the  average  rate  for  the  State,  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  following:

Some  suggestions  and  recommendations  relative  to  accounting 
procedure  were  made  to  the  officials  during  the  course  of  the  audit. 
These   included: 

(1)  Library: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  library  appropriation  which  is  turned 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  library  certain  bills  are  paid  directly 
by  the  selectmen  and  town  treasurer.  It  is  suggested  that  all  library 
bills  be  paid  by  the  library  treasurer. 

(2)  Classification  of  Accounts: 

Careful  attention  should  be  given  to  the  classification  of  accounts 
and  to  the  matter  of  carrying  out  expenditure  items  into  the  proper 
classification  columns  in  the  book  of  record. 

(3)  Tax  Collector: 

Abatements,  when  authorized,  should  be  posted  to  the  warrant 
book. 

Record  of  each  tax  collection  in  the  warrant  book  should  include 
the  year  as  well  as  the  month  and  day  of  collection. 

(4)  Treasurer: 

In  recording  remittances  from  the  tax  collector,  the  town  treas- 
urer should  segregate  in  his  cash  book  property  and  poll  taxes  by 
year  of  levy  in  the  same  manner  which  this  information  is  reported 
to  him  by  the  collector. 
Conclusion: 

The  accounts  of  all  officials  of  the  town  which  we  examined  were 
found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure,  with  minor 
exceptions,  conformed  to  the  uniform  methods  prescribed  by  this 
Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939, 
require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential  features  shall 
be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report.  This  letter  of  trans- 
mittal should  be  included  in  its  entirety  but  the  inclusion  of 
Exhibits  is  optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
Falls  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.
